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The Price of Milk. 


. In all the clamor about the cost of living the price of milk 
in the cities received a good deal of attention. 
Consumers 


ieeHhat this is higher than it ought to be. Some blame the 
farmers and some blame the dealers, but all the shouting 
amounts to nothing. .The price maintains a high level, prac 
tically every change being upward, with the result that people 
are paying more for milk than ever before in the history of 
the country. 


A few-days ago Richard Pattee, managing director of the 


New England MHk Producers' Association, had something to 
say oivthc milk situation in Boston. He said the association 
is.not attempting to profiteer in the sale of milk in Massachu- 
setts and that it has sent a letter to Gen. John H. Sherburne, 
chairman of the recently appointed Commission on the Neces- 
sarie's of Life, inviting an inquiry into the cosl of milk pro- 
duction. Every opportunity for a full investigation is prom- 
ised. 


Mr. Palree says the milk producers supplying Boston arc 


now getting nine cents a quarl delivered in that city, this be- 
ing the price' for August and September, This is a slight in- 
crease on what they have been getting, and the dealers, Mr. 
Paltce says, have added the increase to the retail price for 
August and doubled it for September. 
He says it costs the 


farmers about three cents a quart to get Iheir milk to Boston, 


. and .the present price leaves them six cenls. Mr. Pattcc con- 
siders it up io the dealers to show why it should cost from 
6y2 to 7 cents a quart to take milk from the stations in Boston 
and distribute it to the consumers. 


While the price that the farmers arc receiving seems high, 


and is high compared with what they received a few years 
a.go.-ilkto be reinembered that the farmer is not exempt from 


' the chaiige in conditions that lias taken place in (he last few 


years. His lielp costs much-more than it formerly did, while 
feed for his.tows" c.Qsts.abpyt three limcs.as much. A succesl- 
Hil milk producer was lately heard lo'say that he is not making 
as much money at present1 prices as he did when he sold milk 
for much less. He used (o buy feed, for $ 18 to $20 a ton and 
is now paying about $60. Help costs a great deal more, and 
; gpdd help is almost impossible to obtain at any price. As a 
•l;esiilthc' and dthejs in the same line of business have to strug- 
'glc along-as best Ihe-y can, and while to outsiders Iliey would 
is'eein (6,be.making:.money, Ihey are in reality not'getting ahead 
any faster than they formerly were, and in maiiy cases nol as 
fast. 


Mr. Pattee says his association is prepared to prove that the 


farmers of New-England are losing money in making milk 
for the Boston market. That statement may be accepted with 
some allowance, as the .farmers would hardly continue in the 
business under such conditions, but that they are not accumu- 
lating1 wealth too rapidly .will be plain to all who will lake the 
trouble to familiarize themselves wilh the facts. 


It is not strange that the price of milk should seem exorbi- 


ianl'to consumers in the cities, biiLwhen they consider that 
people in the country districts are paying from 12 to H cents 
a quarl delivered direct from the farm, as they are today in 
many parts of New England, the city people will realize that 
they are not the only ones who know something about the 
cost of living.
